BY8AA shows almost daily at 01002Z around 21025- 
21050, and the chirpy signal is easy to pick out. 
Pile-ups are ferocious and contacts made have 
been about equally divided between JA and U.S. 

We have no reports yet of anyone east of WB work- 
ing BY8AA; this station has been much more active 
than BYLPK... 


As of just before CQ WW Contest time we have 
no further word on BY1PK operation by JA1BK and 
friends, but there is great hope. A note from 
JA1BK received at TDXB Nov 22 made no mention of 
the impending operation. RSGB's DX News Sheet 
says VE7BC made about 200 contacts during his 
visit to BY1PK in October. Finally, if you've 
worked BY1PK, you'll get a QSL back in about 
three weeks, and it will be serial numbered (which 
may help prevent phonies). 


HEARD 


Plans for the January VK@ operations continue, by 
both Jim Smith, VK9NS, and by the VK6 DX Chasers 
Club (and IDXF + NCDXF). Smith is now in Aus- 
tralia making final arrangements, and claims he 
has signed up his contingent of eighteen hams for 
the trip. They put up a thousand dollars each 
and will chip in an additional two thousand more 
before departure. Smith will make the operator 
list public after Dec 1. He still aims to leave 
Australia Jan 1 or 2, and to land on Heard about 
two weeks later. 


As for the other group, word from sources in 
Australia is that the mountaineering group has 
finally come together in their arrangements, and 
the departure date remains Jan 15 (from Adelaide). 
It is generally assumed that the two groups of 
hams will be on opposite sides of Heard, with the 
"Big Ben" volcano between them. 


FO8 CLIPPERTON is a no-go at this time; the hams 
on Tahiti who had hoped to accompany a military 
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maintenance crew sometime in November have been un- 
able to get the necessary permission, although one 
member of the military crew is reportedly a ham 

and might be able to activate Clipperton on the 
bands the first of December. Several U.S. hams 

are talking about a full-bore operation sometime 
next year. 


20 METER BEACONS 


Looks like another scoop for TDXB! If you've tuned 
14.100 lately and been puzzled, read on...a private 
group in the U.S. has funded eight 14 MHz beacon 
stations; three are now on the air and the other 


five will come on about January 1. They are 
Time Station 
XX:00 4U1UN/B Ny, NY 
xxX:01 K60B0/B Stanford Univ, CA 
XX:02 KH60/B Honolulu, HI 
XX:03 JA2IGY Tokyo 
XX:04 4X4TU/B Tel Aviv, Israel 
XX:05 OH2B Espoo, Finland 
XX:06 CT3B = Madeira Islands 
XX:07 ZS6DN/B Transvaal, S.A. 


The current eight-beacon plan is for each bea- 
con to transmit in sequence every 10 minutes, 24 
hours a day. Except for ZS6DN/B, the stations 
transmit in order from east to west, beginning with 
4U1UN/B. The sequence indicated above ("XX" is 
the hour) is repeated at XX:10, Xx:20, etc. As 
other beacons are added to the net, the keying se- 
quence and keying interval will be changed to ac- 
commodate the additional stations. 

Here's where it really gets interesting: each 
beacon transmits in sequence the following CW 
message, about 58 seconds long, at 20 wpm. Note 
the step-attenuated power levels: 


(100 watts) "QsT de (call) beacon" 
(100 watts) nine-second dash 

(10 watts) nine-second dash 

(1 watt) nine-second dash 

(0.1 watt) nine-second dash 

(100 watts) "SK (call)" 


Timing is such that the "Q" of each beacon's 
"QsT" begins very close to the WWV time ticks for 
the beacon's assigned on-air time. The three 
beacons under FCC jurisdiction are operating on 
temporary permission, as they are "unattended." 
FCC regulations concerning such operations will 
change Jan 1, making the temporary authorizations 
no longer necessary. Incidentally, antennas for 
the beacons are single quad loops. Again, only 
the first three are on the air now, the rest will 
begin operation Jan 1, 1983. 


P.S. Take a listen now...when there's propagation 
you can hear the beacons right down to 0.1 W! 
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The DX Bulletin's West Coast correspondent recently 
cornered Eric Sjolund, SM@AGD, on his way back to 
Sweden after his six-month Pacific DXpedition. Here 
are some of Eric's personal opinions, observations, 
and comments: 


Canton Island: "The most stimulating 
stop. I operated almost all the time, 24 
hours a day. I slept only one or two hours, 
and had trouble with the two callsigns (T31AE 
and SM@ZAGD/KH1 -Ed), forgetting who I was. 

I made a sign which I flipped every day at 
24002, when I switched calls. I did make 
19,000 contacts from both calls." 


Palmyra: "I tried to get landing per- 
mission from the owners, but they were not 
at all interested." 


Nauru: "You need a visa to stay on the 
island longer than the next flight out 
They don't want any visitors. I managed to 
stay for three days, but couldn't get a 
callsign. I met with the local radio club, 
and operated from the Secretary's shack, as 
C21NI." 


Tokelau: “My favorite stop. ‘The natives 
were so friendly, with feasts, parties, dan- 
cing. Always interfering with the radio 
operation.” 


Total Contacts: 47,600 in six months. 
QSL all to SM3CXS, each different call- 
sign in a separate envelope. 


Next Stop: "Sweden. I've had enough for 
now. Maybe next year..." 


On the importance of listening: "I would 
often announce my listening frequency, but 
only once, quickly. If they were listening 
carefully, they worked me. But if they were 
just transmitting, calling and calling, and 
they didn't hear the frequency, they had to 
wait." 


Best Operators: "The Japanese, by far. 
The only problem is when I get the callsign 
just a little bit wrong, nobody answers 


"Stateside hams will call if even one of 
the letters is correct. Europeans just 
call and call." 


"On the operating technique of listening 
every 5 KHz on 10 and 15 Meters: "T 
really liked it. The signals were not as 
crowded, and it was faster, much faster than 
usual with sideband pileups. But next time 
I will try every ten kilohertz, to give 
other operators more room." 


Biggest Frustration: "I wanted to spend 
more time with the people, getting to know 
them, but the pileup was always waiting. 

The natives thought I was a bit crazy to 

sit and operate all day and night." Also, 
"As a former military base, Canton has enor- 
mous log periodic antennas. But there was 
no power to rotate them." 


Most ridiculous problem: "TVI in Fiji, 
where there is no television. The neigh— 
bor's video player was picking up my low 
band signals in the evening. Fortunately, 
the telecommunications official investi- 
gating the complaint was the man who issued 
my 3D2DX callsign. He took my side.” 


Most Serious Problem: "We shipped the 
generators and beam antennas ahead by air, 
but they didn't get there on time. The 
best I could find locally was a 500-watt 
generator, so I couldn't use my amplifier 
And I had to make do with a vertical, long 
wire, and windom antennas. I finally 
caught up with the original shipment be- 
fore Canton." 


Licensing: "The T39CB call was the 
easiest to get, less than a half-hour. 
T2AGD didn't take more than a couple of 
hours. FW9AG was also no trouble." 


On Yachting: "With autopilot and satel- 
lite navigation, there is not much to do. 
Just lie around and read books and eat, 
and wait for the next island." 


On why he quit his comfortable job in 
Sweden to start a planned two-year around- 
the-world Dxpedition: "Some things you 
will have a chance to do only once in a 
lifetime. when an offer like this came 
LC Eaok ie.
